Did you ever li«ar how brave Eus- 
taoo lie St. Pierre saved all tlie 
p(!ople of CalaJH froin being put 

to (l«Ultll ? 

Well, il, happoiKxl over live hun- 
dred years ago, and yet his deed was 
Huch a great ont^ I hat it lias not been 
forgotten ev»«n to this day. 

Calais is a little walled cilyon the 
coaHt of FraTiC(>. It In how a sleepy 
old place, and the walls whi('h siii- 
rouiid it are used as a iilaygroiind 
for happy ehildren, and a prome- 
nade for grown up folks when the 
band plays. Hut at the time wo 
are talking of tin* walls of Calais 
were very real things, and were 
over HO ihit'k, twenty feet and more, 
and all Hit* houses wt^ro inside these 
wallM, and people eouhl oidy go in 
and out of the town throtigh gates 
which were shut at a certain hour 
twory night and not opcneil again 
tintil tlumext morning. 

I"'ive hundred years ago this sort 
of thing was necessary, because the 
barons and great nobles were con- 
stantly at war with each other and 
would de.s(!end upon unprotetMed 
phu!(»s and steal, or jtilla^je, as il 
was then called, whatev«?r tht^y 
happened to wImIi for. 

('alais was an important town be- 
cause it was tlie seaport for England, 
and a great ileal of the tra.<le of 
France (lowed througli its strong 
walls. 

The king of England at that time 
was Edward the Third, IIo had al- 
ready won great victories in Franco, 
but he made up his mind that to 
com|)lele his sueeosses he must take 
Calais; so after winning his great 
battle of Crecy he turni'd his face to- 
wards this city and arrived before it 
wilh hiHUriny. 

The goveinoV of Calais was a 
knight called John de Vienrie, He 
had been warned that the English 
army wivs approaching, and so he 
lost no time in ordering all the 
(country people around to coiik* 
within the walls with their cattle 
and grain. Then he sent far an<l 
wide for all the provisiona that 
could be gathered together, food for 
the iM'ople and fodder for the cattle, 
and Blocked the city granaries full, 
so that he could stand a long 8i«»ge; 
for h(> had no intention of giving 
Calais up to the English. 

Wlien everything had been 
brouglit In he ordered the gates 
eloseil, and then set to work lo.setth* 
iitTairs iiiHido the city. The sol- 
diers in the fortress were kept busy 
drilling the citizenH and tt^atdiing 
them how to handleaims; men were 
set digging wells go that there 
might be no want of water. All 
the provisions were placed in the 
hands of the Governor who had 
iniHi serve them out fiaily in et^rlain 
tpsantities, no much for each peison, 
I liat the food might not be wastetl 
lull be made to last until the trouble 
was <)ver. 

TIh> arrangemeiiits were hardly 
eom|>leted before an Knglish herald 
arrived under the walls and de- 
manded that the keys of the town bo 



surrendered to Edward of England. 
John de Vienne i)roini)tly ttdd 
the herald to go about his busiut^t's, 
that tho town of Calais belonged to 
the king of France, and the keys 
would be given to no other monarch. 
When Edward heard this message 
he was exceedingly angry, and 
ordering his horse, started to ride 
around the whHh so that ho might 
discover the btvst S[)ot to attack the 
saucy town and lake it by force, 
since it would not surrender 
peaceably. 

What ho saw on his ride, however, 
nuide him somewhat anxious. 
Guns were not, in use then, and the 
only way of taking a fortilied town 
was by scaling the walls, or break- 
ing down the gates with a batter- 
ing ram. 

As the King rode along he saw 
that the walls of the city were so 
strong that ho could not liope to 
break them down with his rams, 
and so high that his sealing ladders 
(^ould not reacOi the lop, so he 
returned to his tent in no pleasant 
mood, 

Atter hours of thought he decided 
that the only way to take (!alais was 
to starve the peoph> into submission, 
and at oiuie gave order's for his sol- 
diers to build Ihemslves huts to pro- 
tect themselves from the winter 
winds, for tho Bieg;^ would be n long 
one. 

From the walls of Calais theGov- 
01 nor saw these preparations and 
understood well what they nu'ant. 
Hut ho was etjual to tin* occasion, 
lie ordtu'eti all the woman anil chil- 
dren, the sick and the aged men, 
to leave tho city. They were useless 
mouths, he said, which ho did not 
propose to feed. 

So Olio morning the gates of Calaia 
opened and a s.-itl procession ef wo- 
men and wailing children, feeble 
old men, and sick peoi)le drawn in 
hand-carts, issued forth. There 
was danger that the Kiiglisli 
night molest them as they tried to 
paus through their camp, but King 
Edwjird, who was a noble-minded 
man, no sooner saw them than he 
gav(* orders that the people were to 
bo allowed to go safely on their way, 
and sent them gifts of money to 
help them. 

Tludi the gates of Calais closed 
for good. 

Eleven months pjissod, and still 
the I'-nglishand French W(>re facing 
each other wilh that strong wall 
between thetn. 

Things w«re going badly in Calais, 
The provisions had given out, 
and the peoph^ had for weeks been 
living on their horses. When the 
pool dogs had been killed and eaten, 
and it llnally <!ame down to eating 
cats and rats, the (iovei nor thought 
it was lime to think about surren- 
dering. 

lie ordered his soldiers to signal 
to the English that he wanted to 
parley— that, is, lospeak with them. 
The King sent a knight called Sir 
Water Manny, and the Governor 
told him he was ready to give np the 
city, provided Ktlward of England 
wouirt grant him a free pass for 
himself and all th(> brave men who 
hail helped him to defend the town, 
"Thai," said Sir Waller, "tho 
King will never grant. He is so 
angry that a liltle town like C'alais 
should have defiod him, the con- 
(lUtuor of Cn^tiy, for eleven mouths, 
that, he is determined not one of 
the defendei-s shall leave the town 
alive." 

" Hut think," said .Tohn de 
Vittiine, " what we h;ive already 
BuflTei'ed !" 

" And hav(^ we not sufTered ? 
Half the army has been sick with 
agings and pestilenct's from the 
nuirasses and marshes that lie 
around her camp. The King will 
not, forgive!" 

" Mut," argued John de Vienne, 
" w«i have only done for our King 
what vours would expect you to do 
for him," 

This answer so impressed Sir 
Walter that ho wont to Ihe King of 
England, and pleatled for the lives 
of the men in Calais. 

Edward was for a time too anjzry 
to listen to him, but at last he do- 
fdarod that if six of the tirst ir«'n 
in Calais would come to him Imre- 
luiaded and l)arefooted wilh ropes 
round their necks like oriminals, he 
would lake his revenge on thetn, 
and spare the lives of the rest of 
the eiti/)>im. 

VVhem this news was taken back to 
Calais the cilizons begged the Gov- 
ernor to refuse tho dreadful terms. 



They said they would rather that 
all sluHild file by the sword than 
thai one of their number should be 
tiutured and put to death by the 
Engli.sh, 

It seemed as if the men of Calais 
were doomed, when Eustace de St. 
Pierre came hurrying into the 
crowd . He had just heard of the 
terms olTertKl, and pushing his away 
to the front, asked the (Governor to 
lake him as one of the six ' 

There was a gi-eat hush on tho 
assembly as he finished speaking. 
Tlui (Tovei-nor, tears running down 
his furrowed cheeks, graspt^d St. 
Pieri(('s hand ; but for some minutes 
the two men stood alone. No one 
else dared to laake the sacrifice. 

Then St. Pierre faced the crowd 
and told them what a little thing it 
was for a num to die, but what a 
great thing it was to .save the lives 
of others; and how he grieved that 
his sacrifice alone.'wiis not sufficient 
to save his l)eloved city and fel- 
low ciliztMu* 

His words aroused the courage of 
his hearers, and soon five other de- 
voted men were standing at his side 
ready to make the .sacrifice. 

Then the gates of Calais opened 
once more, and Eustace de St. 
Pierre and his five companions 
marched slowly towards Ihe Fnglish 
camp. They were barefooted and 
bareheaded; ropes hung around 
their necks, and in their hands 
they bore the keys of the city gates. 

Seated in his si)lendid tent the 
king received Ihe men. His eyes 
glistened and his mustaches bristled 
with fury as he looked at them. 

"Take the keys, and lead them 
away to death," he cried to the

As a means ot throwing light on 
Ihe methods of educating deaf 
children, allow me to quote the 
following petition of English deaf 
mutes to the late Qu(>en : 

" To Her Most Ghncious Mqjesfy 
V4rlora Qiietn of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Empress of India : 
" May it please your Majesty : 

"Madam: — We, your Majesty's^ 
humble subjects, adult deaf, edu- 
cated in the schools for the deaf in 
Greiit Hritain and Ii eland, while 
acknowledging with the deepest 
gratitdue the nrany privileges we 
have enjoyed uirdor j-oui Majesty's 
most illustrious and bonefttient 
reign, beg, as a result of our tiaily 
experience in the battle of lifesinee 
leaving school, to lay before your 
Majesty some facts of vital impor- 
tance to deaf children now in the 
schools, and iu connection therewith 
humbly approach your Majesty with 
this, our petition, which. 

" lluml)ly sheweth: 

"That the various nu'thods of 
teaching the deaf are: firstly, the 
manual method, which teaches l)y 
means of the hand alphabet, 
natural sign language, and writing; 
secondly, thi> oral tnetliod, which

and the understanding of speech, 
not by hearing the voice, but. solely 
by reading the motions of the lips 
of Ihe speaker; thirdly, a combina- 
tion of these methods, whereby in 
any given school those pupils who 
have natural speech, acquired 
previous to loss of hearing, and 
those who show decidetl capacity 
ior acquiring artificial speech, are 
taught by the oral method, while 
those to whom this method pi-oves, 
by experi(>nce unsuited, tire taught 
by the manual method — that is to 
say, the method is in every case 
cho.sen to meet the individual needs 
and peculiar crionuistauces of the 
pupil. 

"Tliatthis last combined me- 
thod which, in our oi)inion is (he 
most lalionaland humane, prevails 
in (lie .schools of your Majesty's 
Dominion of Canada and of United 
Slates of America, and the deaf 
people of the.se countries have 
reached a piano of nient,al develop- 
ment generally ailmilteiV* to be 
higher than that attained by the 
(leaf of other lands, 

" That the oral method, carried 
toan oxtrHMiie, is called the pure 
oral method. Il prevails in Get- 
many, where it originated. Its 
theory is that all the deaf should l)e 
taught to speak and to understand 
Ihe speech of others by watching 
their lip motions, and shoidd be 
taught all branches of knowl(>dge 
mainly by these means, and should 
be prevent(>d, even by fon-e if 
necessary, from using dactylology 
or natural gestures to express and 
interchange ideas. 

" That the pui"e oral nielhod re- 
quires that the pupil be foiW'i to fit 
the method, not that the melhod be 
chos(>n lo fit the pupil, and that so 
arbitrary and indiscriminate a re- 
(ptirernent leads to evil and p.tinful 
results. 

"That the child born deaf, 
having no conception of sound, can 
indetxl acquire acerlain amount of 
arlificial speech; but as this sp(>ech 
is bas(>d on years of exercising the 
vocal organs in order to assume 
cartain jros-tions and go through 
certain mochanial actions ami, is 
not at all regulated by hearing, it 
is frequently haish, discordant, and 
uninteliKible, except to the child's 
inslructors, 

"That the number and range of 
words which tho congenitally deaf 
child, taught try the pure oral 
method, can apeak, air necessarily 
very limited, Thiit the ability, not 
only of such a child, but of any 
totally deaf person, to undersland 
what is said by watching the move- 
iiuMjts of the lips is restriek'd within 
narrow limits by physical impos- 
sibilities, since only sixteen of the 
forty-one elementary sounds uttered 



dissipate their best powers, and the 
pi-ecious school years vanish with- 
out leaving any desirable legacy as 
the result." 

From the pen of Professor 
Gopfert, instructor of Ihe deaf in 



should be devoted to developing the 
intellect, and strengthening the 
character of the pupil, 

"That, were the manual method 
adopted for such a child, he migUt 
leave school a happy, well-infotnted 
person, aide to fulfill the duties of 
life intelligently; wlier(»as, restricted 
to the pure (u-al method, ho leaves 
school imperfectly educited, and 
merely able to speak and under- 
stand a little spokeir language with 
more or less uncertainty, and in too 
many cases with a very partial 
development of his mental powers, 
" That these opinions are shared 
with scarcely an exception l)y all 
the best (Educated deaf persons in 
the world; even in Gi>rinany, where 
the adult dt>af have been instructed 
by the purt> oral methods, and have, 
like ourselves, experienced its 
absolute failure as a i-eliable means 
of int(>r-comtirnnieation with the 
hearing and sp(>aking world, A 
petition has lecentlybeen presented 
to the Empei'or asking him lo grant 
to deaf children, now in the schools, 
relief frotu the re(iuirements of the 
pure oral method and to order the 
adoption of a diversity of methods 
by virtue of which the varying 
needs of individual children can be 
met. We rejoice to observe, at tho 
present time, that there are not 
waiding, apart from the just com- 
plaints of the deaf themselves, evi- 
dence that this method ot" instruc- 
tion will eventually give waj' to a 
more liberal and humane policy. 
Some of the ablest instructor's of the 
deaf in Germany do not hesitate to 
di^clare in published articles that 
tho single method now in use is 
fr(>(piently inapplicable, inadiMiuate, 
and even cruel. 

"We, your Majesty's Immble sub- 
jects, with all respectful iu>ss and 
earnestness, implore your Majesty 
to direct your Maj(>sty"s Lords of 
(^ouncil on Education either to 
cause an iiupiiiy to Ire made into 
this, our petition, or todirvcl that 
a universal combined system of oral 
and mairual instruction sliall be 
adopted in the schools for the deaf 
within your Majesty's sovereignty, 
so that lh(> priceless years occuiiied 
by the majority of the pupils in 
ac(|uiring the afterwards discai'ded 
and all but useless practice of im- 
perfect speech shall l)e devoted to 
their general education, and the 
development of all their faculties; 
and we, therefore, out of sympathy 
for the deaf ehildren who will soon 
be following us upon the thorny 
path of life, and guided by our own 
experience and that of thousands of 
(Utmvianions in the same misfortune, 
will ever pray." 

The following extract is from the 
petition to the Emperor of (iermany: 
"While f(n-eign teachers of tho 
deaf use, l)esides articulation, the 
.sig,i languge and writing as means 
(d' communicati(m and instruction, 
the whol»M>lTort of the (Tcrmaii in- 
structor is directed to making the 
dumb sp(>ak, and to driving out tho 
sign language, which is peculiar to 
Ihe de.af. Misled by exceptional 
results with siu'h pupils as are only 
hard of hearing, or such as h(>ard 
and spoke in childhood, and lat*»r 
lost their hear-ing, Germany t«>achcrs 
persist in employing the oral or 
speech method with all pupils, 
regardle.ss of Ihe fact that by ihis 
uphill and unnatural method of 
instruction the intellect of many of 
their pupils is enfeebled and 
wasted. After theirdisch.iige from- 
school they find Iheir articulation, 
acquired without the help of the 
ear, is rareh ii>i.i.n-<t..,.,i i>v h,'ar- 
ing persona.' 

Tho following IS iroin uio pen of 
Herr Heidsieek, for twenty-five 
years principal of Ihe Hreslau 
School for the I)eaf-Mul(>s: "Even 
with the greatest skill and con- 
scientiou.snes,s on the part of the tea- 
cher, riMiiforeed by the greatest 
d(»eility and effort on the part of the 
pupil, it is still impossible to bring 
all deaf-mutes to an intelligible 
ai'tioulation. In the fierce struggle 
to suppress the language of signs 
which natui-e h.ts given to the deaf- 
mute, and to fotvo upon him a 
language which Providence has 
denied him, both teachei and pupil

.„,,„. f ., „ ,. , ,tl>cii8e of signs in our chapel, every 

IS taken from the few years whrch word of an address is simultaneously 

accompanied by a sign, as it is quite 
hopele.ss to expect that our audience 
at a religious .service could follow 
an address by lip-reading. " 

In a recent Lumber of the NaHon- 
(d Magazine, a phy.sician who has a 
deaf daughter taught by the method 
of speech and reading the lips, 
writes: 

"Learning to speak without hear 
ing is at la^sta curious accomplish 
merit. Deaf-mutes are shy to use 
speech in their intercourse with 
siiangers. They prefer writing, * 
* * If we reflect upon Ihe number 
of labials and Unguals and how 
many sounds are fonm^d far in the 
interior of tho mouth, it is easy to 
not(uwhat a precarious foundation 
there is for lip-n^ading * ♦ * j 
have seen the principal of a deaf- 
mute school offering yrace in thf- 
sign language at dinner in a great 
dining hall filled with fourhundi-ed 
cliildrer and watched the devout, 
intelligent looks of their faces 
Had the prayer Iteon delivered by 
tho motions of the lips, .strarcely a 
dozen sitting near could h.-ire 
understood him." 

It is possible that the reader will 
infer, and that rightly, that in the 
educali(m of deaf citildren hy 
means of speech and lip-motions, 
or li[)-8igns, much valuable time 
is wasted in the elfort to build up 
speech without the jwsistance of the 
sense of hearing. This bhould 
mean that much lime is thus tjikeit 
from mental training. — -Cleveland 
Leader. March 17

The object of this bill is to 
prevent the degiMieration of th(> 
liiiman race by the iiitermanlage of 
such jierson.s, but it sectms to ye 
sciibbltM- that this bill has nothing 
whatever to do with the intermar- 
riagt^ of deaf-mutes, now practit^ed 
in thill Slate lor iiiiiny years, which 
has not degenerated the race, 
or in other words does help re- 
generate the laoe. In this class of 
peojile, I <lo not mean to include 
those who are tiiinled with ficrcdi- 
Im-ij deafness, whose marriage with 
siinildrh/ afllicted women should lie 
prohibiteil. I should wonder if Ihe 
bill just referred to permit, Ihe nmr- 
of deaf mutes iu that 
e. Can't Sinilli of the Com- 
jxinioii enlighten m(« ? 

In the summing up of the thea 
Irical (•;.terlainmenl recently given 
at Ihe St. Paul's tJhurch Room for 
the benelil of Ihe St. Paul's (Juild, 
the (tallaudel Home and the 
Church Mission, there was a general 
discission at the re(;enl meeting of 
the Guild <iver Ihe distriiuition of 
Ihe proee(<ds, till an agreement was 
reached that the sum of twenty-live 
dollar.s should bi) devoted to the 
Mission, ijtlS to the Home, an<l 
«iU to Iho Guild. The members of 
tli(» Guild were not satislled at. tli<> 
agreement, and wisli(>o to see the 
Home receivi^ a Itiige amount, but 
siiK't* Rov. Van Allen, wlio.se eirorls 
brought tli(> eiiterlainiiKUit to a 
successful ending, was the whole 
tiling in il, that, however, settled 
it.
